This furprizing Ine¢tivity, my

had exprefs Orders to the contrary ;

I know, my Lords, I do not fpeak 
properly when, in talking of what 
appened in King Charis Ift’s Time, 
I make ufe of the Term Cabinet 
Council, becaufe it is a Term of 
a much later Date; for in thofe 
Days, befides this Houfe, the King 
had no other Council, but that 
which we ftill call the Privy Coun- 
cil, and of that Council there was 
always a Committee appointed to 
confider and take Care of foreign 
Affairs; but the Refolutions of that 
Committee were not carried into 
Execution, till they were approved 
of by the Privy Council: In that 
Council there then fat feveral great 
Officers, fuch as the Lord High 
Treafurer, the Lord High Admiral, 
and others, who by their Birth and 
Quality, as well as by the Impor- 
tance of the Pofts they enjoyed, 
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times granted to Men who have 
neither Birth, Quality, nor Charac- 
ter, which is not done for the Sake 
of difpatching Bufinefs, (for every 
one knows, the whole Bufinefs of

formerly) but for the Sake of mul- 
tiplying Salaries and gaining Votes.

by purfuing fuch Maxims, have now 
at lait brought the Affairs of Europe 
into the utmoft Confufion, and the 
Affairs of this Nation almoft to the 
Brink of Perdition. 

To pretend, my Lords, that we 
are not to take the moft effectual 
Methods for bringing the Enemy to 
Reafon, is a Maxim that muft de- 
ftroy itfelf, or it will deftroy the 
Nation, by rendering the War be- 
tween Spain and us perpetual. [ 
hope it is now laid afide; for if it 
is not, I do not know what we in- 
tend by the Land Force and ftrong 
Squadron now fent to the We/-Jn- 
dies: If they are not to be employ’d 
in fuch a Manner, as may be difa- 
greeable to fome of the Friends of 
Spain, I am fure, they are not to be 


employ’d in any Manner, that can D 


be beneficial to this Nation, or ef- 
fectual for compelling Spain to do us 
juftice; and therefore, I am forry 
to hear fuch an Argument made ufe 
of in Excufe for our Method of be- 
ginning the War, becaufe it gives 
me a moft ungrateful Sufpicion, that 
the fame Argument is hereafter to 
be made ufe of, for mifapplying 
the Force now fent to the We-In- 
dies. 

But it feems, my Lords, befide 
this of giving the Alarm to the o- 
ther Powers of Europe, we had an- 
other Reafon, and if it were true;

a great Part of /ta/y, and almoft the 
whole feventeen Provinces of the Ne- 
therlands, feven of which have fince 
made fuch a Figure in the World ;

If they were not, it 
was becaufe the common Men of 
this Nation are naturally better Sol- 
diers than the common Men of 
Spain; and this Difference, I hope, 
till fubfifts; for as our common Peo- 
ple, or what fome Gentlemen now 
very much affet to call them, the 
Mob, have more Liberty, they muft 
of courfe have better Spirits and 
more Courage, than the common 
Men in any Country, where they 
are in a manner Slaves; and as the 
common People of Spaia have now 
neither Arms, Difcipline,; nor Cou.

have very much improv’d fince that 
Time, the Arts of Attacking or Be- 
fieging have ¢ equal, or rather a 
much quicker Pace; for Sieges, e- 
ven of the beft fortified Places, do 
not ufvally now laft fo long, as Sie- 
ges then did, of Places which would 
now be look’d on, as very weakly 
fortified. For this Reafon, my Lords, 
we are not to judge of the Diffi- 
culty of attacking a Place, from its 
being now much better fortified 
than it was 150 Years ago; we are 
to judge from the Methods now in 
Wie for Attacking, if we know 
them, or from the Opinions of thofe 
that do; and, I believe, moft En- 
gineers will tell us, that very few, 
if any of the Harbours of Spain, are 
Proof againft the Navy of England, 
when it is properly commanded, 
properly provided, and, above all, 
properly inftructed.

any great Knowledge of the Law, 
or to the Art of putting the proper 
Meaning upon the Words of an A& 
of Parliament ; but upon thefe.two 
Opinions, I think, I cannot be ac- 
cufed of pafling a rafh Judgment, if 
I fay, that Soldiers have, by the 
Laws of this Kingdom, a Right to 
infift upon Diet and Small Beer for 
themfelves, and Hay and Straw for 
their Horfes, from the Owners of 
the Inns or Houfes where they are 
quartered ; and, indeed, to me the 
Senfe of the Aés of Parliament 
made for this Purpofe, feems as clear 
as Words can make it. However, 
there are many Lawyers, it feems, 
efpecially in the Country, who think 
otherwife ; and the People depend- 
ing upon their Opinion, have now 
in many Places begin to refufe Diet 
and Small Beer to the Soldiers quar- 
tered in their Houfes. I do not 
know but they may foon begin to 
refufe a Soldier a Bed. They have, 
I think, as good a Right to refufe 
the one as the other; for the Law 
fays only, they fhall receive the Sol- 
diers quartered upon them : It does 
not fay, they fhall furnifh them with 
Beds, no more than it fays, they 
fhall furnifh them with Diet and 
Small Beer. Till now it has al- 
ways been fuppcofed, that by re- 
ceiving was meant, to furnifh the 
Soldier with fuch a Bed as he could 
lie on, and with neceffary Provifions 
at fuch a Price as he could pay. 
But a different Interpretation is now 
put upon this Word; and as the 
Doétors of the Law thus differ a- 
mong -themfelves, the Juftices of the 
Peace do not know how to behave. 
If you do not put an End to the 
Difpute, by adding a few explana- 
tory Words to the Law, which you 
are now to revive, a Law Suit mutt, 
and is to be begun by Information, 
for terminating this Difpute. 

This, Sir; will be attended with 
a great Expence to the Publick, as 
well as to the Perfons that are to be 
fued; which, I think, you ought 
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to: prevent, now you have fo fair an 
Opportunity. But what is much 
worfe than the Expence attending 
a Law Suit, if upon the Event of a 
Law Suit, it fhould be found, that 
the Owners of Houfes where Soldi- 
A ers are quartered, are not by Law 
obliged to furnifh them with Diet 
and Small Beer at the Government’s 
Allowante, or with any Thing elfe 
befides Houfe-room, the Country Peo- 
ple, who naturally do not much like 
Soldiers, will take all the Advan- 
B tage they can of what is declared 
to be Law, and this may occafion a 
general Mutiny in your Army; for 
on the other hand, the Soldiers, 
Men who have got Arms in their 
Hands, and who have been taught 
how to ufe them, won't like to 
“pe up a Right, they think, they 
ve a juft Title to, and a Right 
which they have enjoyed for at leaft 
threefcore Years without Interrup- 
tion. 
For preventing thefe Dangers, Sir, 
I have drawn up a Claufe, as I 
D thought I was, by the Duty of my 
Office, obliged to do, which J hall 
beg Leave to lay before you. What 
I propofe is, That inftead of the ufu- 
al Claufe for obliging Innkeepers and 
others to receive the Soldiers billet- 
ed upon them, you fhould infert a 
E Claufe as follows: “ Provided ne- 
verthelefs, and it is hereby enacted, 
that the Officers and Soldiers {fo 
uartered and billeted as aforefaid, 
thall be received, and furnifbed with 
Diet and Small Beer, by the Owners 
of the Inns, Livery-Stables, Ale- 
F houfes, Viétualling-houfes, and other 
Houfes, in which they are allowed 
to be quartered and billeted by this 
A@ ; paying and allowing for the fame 
the feveral Rates herein after mention- 
ed to be payable out of the Subjjlence- 
Money for Diet and Small Beer.”
